rence seaway and power project "on 
which so much of our national safe- 
ty and welfare depend." 


The president's 
announcement 


presaging another battle in con- 
gress over the long debated project 
(defeated in 1934) was made by A. 
A. Berle, Jr. assistant secretary xof 
state, in an address before the Great 
Lakes Seaway and Power Con- 
ference. 


President Roosevelt in a message 


to the conference read by Berle, em- 
phasized that the St Lawrence pro- 
ject would provide millions in new 
horsepower urgently 
needed 
to 


rpeed up defense production, and 
create a safe haven and waterway 
for construction of ships to replace 
tonnage sunk in the war. 


•Mistaken Opposition 


"The opposition which defeated 


the St Lawrence treaty in 1934," 
Mr. Roosevelt said, "was a mistaken 
opposition, based on failure to ap- 
praise the full needs of their coun- 
try in the world situation which was 
even then developing. 


"I said then that 'an opportunity 


is presented to complete a seaway 
comparable in economic value to 
the Panama canal.' -a seaway to 
which the public development of St. 
Lawrence power is inseparably link- 
ed. 


"It was then an opportunity. It is 


now a vital necessity.' 


A commission, named by 
the 


United States and Canadian govern 
ments, now is making preliminary 
surveys for the proposed project, 
and discussions leading toward 
treaty covering the project's con- 
struction are tinder way between 
the two governments. 


W*mld Assure Ships 


Emphasizing the need of the St 


Lawrence project for defense, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt declared: 


The United States needs this great 


landlocked sea as a secure haven in 
which it win always be able to build 
•hips and more ships in order to 
protect our trade and our shores. 
• Tha' United State* needs, tre- 
mendously needs, the power project 
which will form a link in the ssa- 
way to produce aluminum and more 
aluminum for the airplane program 
which will assure command of the 
tir.1 


Tht president declared "selfish 


interests will tell you that I nm 
doakin* this great project in na- 
tional defense in order to gain an 
objective which has always been 
dear to me." 


"But I tell you," he declared, "that 


it has always bcen/icor to me be- 
cause I recognized its vital impor- 
tance to the people in peace and in 
war." 


Added Shipyards 


"Seacoast shipyards arc already 


overtaxed with uncompleted con- 
struction. Shipyards on the Great 
Lakes, with access to the ocean, ye 
close to the sources of supply of 
labor, raw and finished materials, 
further removed from possible at 
tack, may be a vital factor in suc- 
cessful defense of this continent 
They will help to build the ships 
which will bring back commerce 
to the harbors of the Atlantic coas 
ports. 


"Opponents of the project have 


pointed out that it takes four years 
to build this seaway. They know 
but fail to mention, that it takes 
at least that long to build a battle- 
ship. They also know that this pro- 
ject will cost the United States less 
than three battleships and that the 
power project will be entirely self 
liquidating. 


"We hope that the world situation

liihed today. Mayor Goodland de- 
nied the claim made by many state 
administrations that the state does 
not levy a ^'general property tax." 


"All three major political groups 


have.made these statements. This 
boast was believed by the people for 
a considerable period, but lately 
there has been a growing realiza- 
tion that, regardless of the techni- 
calities involved, in actual practice 
the state is responsible for a very 
large portion of the general prop- 
erty taxes levied by local govern- 
ments". 


"Take the matter of social securi- 


ty costs", the Appleton executive, a 
veteran in municipal government 
leadership in Wisconsin, suggested. 


Local Property Burdens 


"Local officials have no part in 


determining the policies f or this 
rapidly growing public expenditure 
under a program laid down by fed- 
eral and% state laws, and yet at pres- 
ent 20 per cent of the old age assist- 
ance costs. 37 per cent of the cost of 
aid for dependent children, arid 20 
per cent of the cost of blind pen- 
sions must be paid from local prop- 
erty taxes." 


In many other instances the state 


has foisted expenditures upon its 
local subdivisions, the mayor alleg- 
ed, while disclaiming any respon- 
sibility for high local taxes. In ad- 
dition, the cities by law in many 
situations are compelled to pay for 
programs which are purely state 
functions, including the cost of 
holding state and national elections, 
enforcement of the laws, enforce- 
ment of state commission regula- 
tions, the cost of maintaining pa- 
tients at state hospitals and asy- 
lums. 


"An illuminating cyample of the 


inconsistency of the state with re- 
specf to a second type of mandatory 
expenditures is the matter of sew- 
age disposal", the Appleton mayor 
said. 


"The state board of health has 


cracked down on cities and vil- 
lages and has compelled the con- 
struction of plants which are ex- 
pensive to build, thereby causing 
the incurring of large bonded debts, 
and also expensive to operate. For 
instance, court action was started 
against the city of Oshkosh". 


"Nevertheless," said the mayor, 


"the Wisconsin state hospital at 
Oshkosh and the state industrial 
home for women at 
Taychecdah 


continue to pollute Lake Wmnebaso 
and unsatisfactory conditions pre- 
vail at other state institutions, and 
yet the state pleads poverty as 
the reason for inability to correct 
these situations." 


Goodland poined out that to al- 


leviate such conditions, the League 
would sponsor a proposal in the 
1941 legislature which will shortly 
convene to amend the state consti- 
tution to prohibit the imposition 
of any new expenditure upon local 
governments, unless the state im- 
mediately provided enough revenue 


from the state treasury to pay the 
whole coet of nich new programs. 


Such a course, he. prophesied, 


would end a 'vicious form of finan- 
cial irresponsibility" of which the 
state is now guilty.

The Governor Has an /dea 


Governor Heil, our Madison correspon- 


dent disclosed in a recent dispatch, may 
appoint a special commission to study the 
state public school system with a view to 
consolidation and centralization. 


Those who have observed the governor 


closely during his first two years in office 
have noted that he is unusually prolific in 
conceiving ideas for changes in state gov- 
ernment administration, but frequently 
lax in executing them. In this instance, 
•we believe, the governor should act to 
take advantage of a good idea before his 


.- enthusiasm wanes. 


Ten years ago or more the idea of con- 


solidating the multitude of educational 
; «fcncies at the state level was being dis- 


cussed in Wisconsin. Jn 1931 the Wiscon- 


• -shY state legislature was so impressed -with 
>J: the arguments for such a proposal that it 
;7 chose a, special bi-partisan interim com- 
pmittee to go-lnto it thoroughly—and to 


"'• ] write a report. 


The governor might dip into the con-

>'. could be run better than it is today. For 


r \that committee, a decade ago, wrote a 
-.deadly indictment of the confusion that 


• -exists in the educational structure of Wis- 
, consin, a tale of jealousy, rivalry for ap- 
propriations, duplication of expenditures 
*:and programs, and inevitable inefficiency. 


That report was intended for the guid- 


^ahce of the legislature in reorganization 
-legislation, but the legislature refused-to 
" be guided. The schoolmen descended 


upon the legislative chambers in a body. 
Their pleas lor the status quo,.their-pres- 


- . sure—for public employes constitute a 
.•pressure group just as active as some of- 


the private interests which get all the at- 


• tention—made a stronger impression upon 


the politically conscious senators and as- 
semblymen than all the logic and reason 
in the committee report 


. The governor's political associates have 


probably already warned him that the 
same pressures will arise again, if he'ser- 
jbusly proposes to reorganize the school 
system. But the governor has often boast- 


• ed that he is a business manager, rather 


than a politician, in the governor's office, 
and therefore upon his own word such a 
threat ought not to daunt him. 


We have made some progress in mod- 


ernizing our school system lately. 


For 'precisely the same reason that it 


refused to alter the school administration 
at the state level, the state legislature for 
years shied away from giving the state 
department of public instruction the pow- 
er to eliminate and consolidate small, in- 
efficient 
and unnecessary rural school 


units. But in 1939 such a law was passed. 


So there is hope. The governor has an 


unquestioned party majority in his new 
legislature. By law and by custom the 
governor is a part of the legislative lead- 
ership. If a commission of his creation 
recommends changes and improvements 
in state school management, there is no 
reason to doubt that such a suggestion 
to the legislature will have great wejght. 


It is to be hoped, therefore, that the 


governor acts, and acts immediately, so 
that the program can be before the legis- 
lature before <he new session is too long 
underway.

Expenditure of national funds for 
genuine articles of value for the people is 
a wise course during periods when busi- 
ness is so stagnant as to amount to a de- 


: pression. But deficit spending after a while- 
;' becomes monotonous. The'danger in it 


is submerged from view. And no danger 
should be concealed. 


In *o far as ever approaching n bal- 


•anced budget, tht FqMidcat long ago

abandoned efforts. Any words he speaks 
upon the important 'subject 'of national 
economy should be weighed to see wheth- 
er they present a practical plan that will 
get results. 


Otherwise they are like a New Year's 


resolution, and abandoned as swiftly. 


Michigan's National 
Comm/ffecman /ndicfed 


,The indictment of one McKay, who re- 


cently stood high in Michigan Republi- 
can circles, will go its usual. course of 
trial upon a plea of not guilty. But it 
should not defer consideration of the cor- 
ruption in high places and the means that 
must be employed to prevent and end it. 


Without any injustice to Mr. McKay, 


who may be a? innocent as a vestal virgin, 
his case may be taken as a mere example 
upon the assumption that the indictments 
are well founded. 


Mr. McKay arose to a position of influ- 


ence and power because he became Re- 
publican National Committeeman. 
What 


did the people ever have to say about 
choosing him to this responsible position? 
Under the laws of some states, the voters 
may be heard upon party committee ap- 
pointments, in other states they are not 
heard at all. 
In the states where the 


people may be heard, they aren't heard. 
That is, thej do not take advantage of the 
opportunity to be heard. So what's the 
difference? 


The public pays very little attention 


to the inner workings of party politics. 
And yet these political committees not 
only have great influence, as the charges 
against McKay indicate, but are given, un- 
der the law, great power, particularly to 
fill vacancies occasioned by sudden death, 
unexpected 
withdrawals or .other sur- 


prising events. 


Had Glenn Frank been nominated on 


the Republican ticket for senator, not an 
unlikely occurrence, and his accident hap- 
pened afterwards, we might have had an 
instance where a party committee could 
possibly have named a United States-sen- 
ator. 


• Men of apparent good faith may some- 


times worm themselves into the confi- 
dences of others and betray a cause. But 
it' is remarkable, indeed, if a man'like 
McKay 5could commit all the grafting of- 
fenses of which he is accused, and escape 
responsible leaders' attention-for so long. 


Bonking Down in f ng/ewood 


J. W. Nichols, president of a Chicago 


suburban bank, has invited savings de- 
positors to withdraw their accounts and 
'bury them out in the back yard. His 
bank, one of "respectable size for Engle- 
wood, has something over five millions in 
deposits. It will discontinue interest pay- 
ments on savings entirely the coming 
year. 


- ' Mr. Nichols says that the only safe 
place he can invest the savings commit- 
ted to his care is in direct obligations of 
the United States government, but the 
"trouble lies in the fact that interest rates 
have been whipped down so low the han- 
dling of these transactions approaches 
zero in profits for the bank. 


Mr, Nichols is an extremist Interest 


rates are purposely kept low by the gov- 
ernment Its original theory was that if 
interest was artificially lowered, money 
would go to work in increasing fashion. 
That theory has already'blown up like a 
firecracker. But the government sticks to 
it nevertheless. 


As a result of lower interest rates, 


the rate on savings has dropped through- 
out the country to an average somewherea 
around 1 per cent. But that is a long dis- 
tance from burying savings in the back 
yard. 


Mr. Nichols should inquire into the 


suitability of good public utility and indus- 
trial bonds, which often return 3 per cent 
interest. He might conclude that they are 
even safer than a government bond, and 
this without any reflection on the general 
dependability of government bonds. 


Banks buy" bonds, and want good ones, 


so they may get their interest as agreed. 
But they also want stability in the mar- 
ket price of the bonds so that when their 
depositors demand cash, they may liqui- 
date the bonds without heavy losses. The 
finances of government are sometimes op- 
erated so recklessly that the Treasury is 
in poorer position to take care of its ob- 
ligations than private concerns. In theory, 
the government-obligation is always the 
soundest. In fact, this is not always true. 
In theory, the government could com- 
mandeer all private funds, if it needed 
them. In fact, it cannot do this without 
pulling the roof down upon itself and de- 
stroying the system and the civilization 
that generations have erected. 


Mr. Nichols would do well to think 


over these features of the situation. He 
may be correct in foreseeing the abolish- 
ment of interest on savings accounts. But 
the back yard for a banking institution,— 
never.

Washincton-The future of the Willkie clubs 


will be decided at a pow-wow of state leaders 
which generalissimo Oren Root has called for 
the middle of this month. 


Only club chiefs, such as Russell Davenport 


and a few other Willkie intimates, will partici 
pate in the meeting. No Republican party lead- 
ers are being invited, and even Willkie himself 
does not expect to be present although he may 
change his mind. 


Young Root's private plan is to form the clubs 


into a nation-wide organization around Willkie, 
absolutely independent of the Republican party. 
Root has never been on good terms with GOP 
leaders, many of whom consider him a med- 
dling amateur with secret designs on the party 
organization. 


During the campaign, Willkie was bombarded 


with irate GOP complaints against Root At one 
time he found it necessary to circulate among 
all national committeemen a letter from Root 
disavowing any intention to distribute patron- 
age or intrude in party affairs. 


While Willkie received thousands of letters 


acclaiming his post-election "loyal opposition" 
broadcast, and while many Willkie club enthu- 
siasts desire to continue the organization, pri- 
vately Foot and Davenport are uncertain about 
the prospects. Some local clubmen have expres- 
sed doubts over the possibility of keeping their 
groups together in the face of Republican party 
hostility and without a "crusade" atmosphere. 


Meanwhile, Willkie has had a few brushes 


with Republican national committeemen, who 
resented "orders" from him. There has been no 
real row, but the politicos let him know that 
they do not consider him the party's boss. 
BRITISH INVASION 


The British are coming to Washington at a 


rate that almost amounts to a second invasion. 
Even in 1814, when the Redcoats burned the 
Capitol, their force was scarcely more impres- 
sive. 
. 


Actually there are 430 reRresentatives of the 


British government in Washington today—130 
members of the Embassy staff 300 members of 
the British Purchasing commission and British 
Air -commission. The figure includes everyone— 
officers, clerks,' messengers, and chauffeurs. 


The British embassy and chancery now is the 


largest diplomatic establishment in Washington, 
but it is not large/ enough. An annex has been 
added to care for an.overflow of coding clerks 
and officials of the office of economic warfare. 


Meanwhile the two British commissions oc- 


cupy space, in four other buildings. They started 
out in modest quarters in the Hibbs building, 
expanded to the entire top floor of .the Willard 
hotel, added further space in the Adams build- 
ing, and most recently have taken over Andrew. 
Mellon's old apartment building at 1785 Massa- 
chusetts avenue to accommodate the air coin- 
mission. 
\ - 


These are the British in Washington alone. In 


addition, the New York office of the purchasing 
commission numbers 1,000 persons, plus 500 in- 
spectors who travel about the country testing 
the wide assortment of articles, from ships to 
airplanes, which are being purchased in the 
United States. 
THREE-FEN SIGNATURE 


The Ramspeck civil service act has a dual dis- 


tinction. In addition -to extending civil service 
rating to more unclassified government employ- 
es than any similar law in history (about 150,000) 
it also required longer to sign. 


The long-drawn out signature was because the 


president had promised a pen used in the sign- 
ing ceremony to each of three people: Represen- 
tative Bob Ramspeck of Georgia and Senator 
Jim Mead of New York, co-sponsors of the bill; 
and Representative Jennings Randolph of West 
Virginia, ranking member of the civil service 
committee. 


This meant splitting his signature into three 


parts and using \a different pen for each. The 
three pens were placed on his desk when he 
was ready to sign, but when he looked for the 
inkwell, it had mysteriously disappeared. After 
several minutes, White House Clerk Rudolph 
Forster finally produced the ink. 


Then as the president was halfway through his 


signature, the second pen splattered a large 
blob of ink on the law. This required another 
pause, while the president painstakingly mopped 
up the smear with the corner of a blotter. Fin- 
ally the signing was completed, having con- 
sumed ten full minutes. 


"I'll bet," grinned Roosevelt, "that's the longest 


time any president ever took to sign his name." 
REFORM VIA ARMY 


The army's greatly expanded food require- 


ments may become the means of forcing long- 
sought labor reforms in the canning industry, 
which is noted for its low labor standards, par- 
ticularly among small plants. 


In the past, the army bought canned goods 


chiefly through local jobbers and wholesalers. 
But with consumption increased hundredfold, 
the army plans to sidetrack the jobbers ana go 
direct to the canners. 


This opens the way for requiring the canners 


to comply with the Wage-Hour and Walsh- 
Healey Acts, both of which have been a bitter 
bone of contention within the canning industry. 


Army purchasing chiefs also are working on a 


plan for centralized buying of the enormous 
quantities of canned goods, meats, vegetables and 
other perishable foods which the draft army will 
need. Behind this is the desire to avoid a situa- 
tion v/here various army quartermasters would 
bid against each other—to the enrichment of 
speculators and expense to the taxpayer. 


Note—Procurement experts estimate that in 


some types of canned goods, army purchases will 
amount to 15 per cent of the total pack. 
MERRY-GO-ROUND 


It was no accident that Gardner Jackson, two- 


fisted crusader and outspoken critic of Repre- 
sentative Martin Dies, preceded the Texan in his 
conference with the president. Roosevelt pur- 
posely arranged his calling list so that he talked 
with Jackson at length while Dies cooled his 
heels in the outer office.

PRACTICAL DISINFECTION 


Too often the layman gauges the 


efficiency of an antiseptic, germi- 
cide or disinfectant by 4he pungen- 
cy of its odor, and there are still a 
few medical practitioners who ex- 
ploit this popular misconception by 
using iodoform or some equally noi- 
some medicament whenever .pos- 
sible. There is no legitimate ex- 
cuse for using such stuff in any cir- 
cumstance. Long ago Hare, famous 
teacher of therapeutics, pointed out 
that germs may grow in iodoform. 


Thcribl .(carbolic acid) also has a 


characteristic odor and from long 
association the odor of phenol has 
acquired considerable power in the 
imagination of the layman. Carbolic 
was extensively employed in Mirg- 
ery and even in the operating room 
and the lying-in room up to the end 
of the last century- From that era 
date many of the popular "antisep- 
tic* nostrums of the present tnnc— 
nostrums containing phenol 
and 


having its impressive odor more or 
less hidden or disguised by aromat- 
ics of no remedial value other than 
keeping the s.m.c. guessing. 


Phenol was selected, in the early 


part of the present century, ns a 
standard for comparison of disin- 
fectant power, so that the pticnol 
coefficient of an antiseptic repre- 
sents the amount of phenol required 
to produce the same germicidai ac- 
tion as the* antiseptic under test. If 
the antiseptic has a phenol co-effi- 
cient of 4 it means that it would re- 
quire lour times as much phenol to 
produce the gcrmicidal action pro- 
duced by one part of the antiseptic, 
or in other words it is four times as 
"strongly gcrmicidal" as phenol. 
' As a medical student I saw pure 
liquefied phenol poured into an ab- 
dominal \vound when the nurse 
mistook tho gauze covered bottle of 
peroxide solution. The patient died. 
As a younc practitioner I saw a cirl 
die because in a tantrum over some 
trivial argument with her mother 
she seized and 
swallowed pure 


liquefied phenol which her mother 
rashly kept in the house for use as 
a disinfectant. Then I realized that, 
after all, even a doctor has no ade- 
quate excuse for using phenol as 
nn antiseptic, germicide or disin- 
fectant. I never told her so. but I 
have always thought that 
that 


mother was in some measure re- 
sponsible for her daughter's death. 
I think any parent or householder 
who keeps in the house caroolic 
acid, strychnine, morphine, arsenic, 
a revolver or other lethal poison or 
weapon, should be held to strict ac- 
countability for tragedies that may 
happen. 


No antiseptic or disinfectant short 


of sterilization by boiling, dry heat 
or steam, is more efficient or safer 
than plain soap and water. Bathing 
or washing the skin surface, the 
wound, the implement, the material, 
the wall or floor or furniture with 
soapy water gives as much protec- 
tion, in my opinion, as one can pos- 
sibly get from the use of any other 
antiseptic or 
disinfectant in the 


modern pharmacopoeia.

Economies Result From* Change 
In Basis for Rural School" Aid 


P^*t-Crescent Madison Bureau 
Marina' Positive economies to 


the state and the counties in the 
support of the rural school system 
lave been accomplished through a 
ninor amendment to the school aid 
law enacted by the 1939 legislature. 
the public instruction department 
revealed here today. 


The new law provides that those 


rural schools which have enrol- 
ments of less than 10 pupils sholl be 
given aids at the rate of $25 per 
pupil in average daily attendance. 
Under the old system, each school 
was given a flat $250 per teacher by 
the state and the county. Schools of 
more than 10 enrolment continue 
to draw $250 per teacher from the 
state and the county. 


The effect of the change was to 


reduce state and county aids paid to 


the rural schools, and to encourage 
voluntary consolidations by forcing 
a greater share of the cost of local 
schools on the local district taxpay- 
ers. 


Save Money 


During the first year that the new 


law was effective, the state and the 
counties saved more than $117,000 
apiece, according to the certification 
of school aids recently completed by 
John Callahan, state superintendent 


In 1939 counties were required to j 


pay $250 on account of 15,618 ele- 
mentary school teachers, for a to- 
tal county school aid in the state 
of $3,879.500. 


In 1940 the number of such teach- 


ers had dropped to 14,135 because 
of the change in the law providing 
for aid at the rate of 525 per pupil 
for small schools. That latter pro- 
vision accounted for county aid 
payments last year of $228,512, for 
a total 1940 aid of $3.762.262. or a 
reduction of more than $117.000 
from the 1939 figure.

••We undoubtedly are living in 


the most critical times since Na- 
poleon." Professor Francis 
Chase 


Rosecrance, professor of education 
tt Northwestern 
university, told 


members of the Appleion Education 
association last nicht at a dinner 
meeting at the Trinity Lutheran 
church. 


"The role of education." he said, 


•"is to build up a correct under- 
standing of the meaning of democ- 
racy." 


"Education is on the march." the 


speaker declared. 'It is absolutely 
untenable to think that there can 
be no experimentation. There must 
be change. We must have progress." 


Three aspects of American de- 


mocracy, as Professor Rosecrance 
outlined them, are respect for the 
individual personality, shared deci- 
sions and change through institu- 
tionalued methods. Teachers, he as- 
serted, must build up a citizen mor- 
ale which will perpetuate democ- 
racy as it is understood in America. 


"There is no jitteriness in Can- 


ada." said the professor who has 
just returned from a visit there. 
"Canada has made up its mind and 
the morale of the Canadians is se- 
cure." 


4-Point Program 


Education, the speaker reiterated, 


must become more aware of the 
needs of the individual. A 4-point 
guidance program which he outlin- 
ed for his audience included being a 
master student of students, working 
with individuals, working 
with 


children in groups and manipulat- 
ing situations in behalf of children. 
Professor Rosecrance recommended 
that teachers spend more' 
time 


learning their 
students and less 


"covering the course of study." 


Jay Allen, one of the

Morgenthau gave his 
view on 


loans for the British at a press con- 
ference held after he had arranged 
to meet Sir Frederick Phillips, un- 
dersecretary of the British treasury, 
tomorrow. Sir Frederick arrived in 
the United States yesterday. 


As far as he knew, he added, Sir 


Frederick 
came to the 
United 


States only to present factual in- 
formation on British finances and 
resources available for purchases in 
the United States, and not to make 
a loan request. 


Phillips was in Washington today, 


but Morgenthau said that he was 
not coming to the treasury until 
tomorrow. 


Johnson Predicts War 


Senator Johnson (R-Calif.) fore- 


saw an imminent drive for repeal 
of laws now barring loans to Bri- 
tain and announced he would fight 
it to the last ditch. 
Barring a mir- 


acle, he said, "there is no doubt 
that the United States will go to 
war." 


Significance was attached in some 


official quarters to the fact that 
announcement of the Morgenthau- 
Sir Frederick talks coincided with 
a seemingly unconnected statement 
by Senator George (D-Ga.) that the 
nation's industry should be placed 
on a 24 hour "war time" 'schedule 
if aid were to reach Britain quickly 
enough to be effective. 


As chairman of the senate foreign 


relations committee. George is in 
a position to obtain confidential in- 
formation on Britain's present posi- 
tion and his suggestion consequent- 
ly caused speculation.

This ac- 
tion involved a serious question of the freedom of the 
press, because the expulsion was ordered in retalia- 
tion for something which the editor had published 
about the dean of the gents'-room corps of journalists, 
an elite and temperamental group. 


It appears that the journalists of this sensitive clan 


have become the successor of the late Harry Lehr, 
who was the social tyrant of New York 40 years ago. 
Mr. Lehr in his day, with an impatient toss of his 
lovely head, the merest shadow of a pout or a stamp 
of his pretty foot, could exclude from the haunts of 
polite society anyone who displeased him. 


Since society moved into the saloons, however, this

arbitrary authority has gradually been assumed by 


the journalists of the saloon beat and is exercised through their power to 
advertise or omit from their dispatches all mention of any place whose 
proprietor admits persons of whom they disapprove.

4o 1710, claiming that this money 
was needed in order to meet the 
expenses.

If ever there was an ideal hand,

Every- 
thing is "made to order." First, the 
vulnerability conditions are right- 
that is, South can gain more from 
a mere two trick set of an opposing 
contract than he can from going 
game. Second, on the 
basis of 


South's cards, there is a substantial- 
ly greater chance of setting the op- 
ponents than of going game. South 
will have to find only one high 
card in North's hand (perhaps ev- 
en a queen) to insure the defeat of 
any 
contract the opponents are 


likely to reach, whereas to go game, 
South would have to find consider- 
able strength or a freak in the 
North hand. 


The greatest danger to a trap pass 


on South's part is that West will 
fail to hold the one spade bid open.

How to Teach Arithmetic 


Arithmetic is easy for every nor- 


mal youngster if the original "hook- 
up" or contact is made with tact 
and diplomacy.

We adults may have grown rusty 
so that a problem like "9 plus S" 
may require a; moment of thought.

Its operations are permitted 
to be secret For a while the fund was used to keep a 
balance between the franc, the pound and the dollar, 
but the fall of France left this tripartite stabilization 
agreement inoperative and since then Secretary Mor- 
genthau has been sitting on his $2,000,000,000.

' So far we have *t»oken about >un 
dials, fire clocks, candle clocks and 
water clocks. All were used dur- 
ing ancient time* or in the Middle 
Ages in Europe. 


Such clocks played a part in 


time»tellinf for many hundreds of 
years, but none was good enough 
to make people content with it 
Even the water-clock which mark 
ed 24 hours of the day was not by 
any means "perfect." 
The water 


sometimes would flow too fast, 
sometimes too slow. Changes in the 
weather would change the rate of 
the dripping water. 
An outdoor 


water-clock would stop when the 
temperature came 
down to 
the 


freezing point. 


To meet those 
problems, men 


made tests with weights. Six cen- 
turies ago, before Columbus was 
born, a "weight-clock" was made. 


The idea was to let a weight un- 


wind a 
rope 
which had 
been 


wrapped around a rod. 


If you had been in Paris during 


the year 1360, you might 
have 


seen a man at work on" a large and 
important clock. 
His name was 


Henry de Vick, and he was making 
a clock for the king of France. 


The king had grown tired of 


the old-style water clock, and de 
Vick had promised to build a bet- 
ter kind. The power was to be 
supplied by a 500-pound 
weight. 


.De Vick worked on the 
clock 


for years, and at last finished it. 
A crank was employed to raise the 
weight to the proper height. Then 
the force of gravity made- it fall. 


Cogwheels, which worked against 


other wheels, kept the weight from 
falling too fast. 
The last wheel 


turned was the one which moved 
the clock hand. There was .only 
one hand; that was a day of hour- 
hands. but not of minute-hands. 


De Vick's clock was for a long 


time a part of the life of Paris. 
People looked at it where It had 
been set up, near the top of the 
royal palace. 
Often it was wrong 


by an hour or two. but it was the 
best guide to the time which most 
persons had. 


About the year 1510, a German 


locksmith named 
Peter 
Henlein 


made a better form of clock. It 
was run by the power of a metal 
spring. 
When 
the 
spring was 


wound up. it .would make the clock 
run for 39 or 40 hours. 


It is not certain that Henlein 


was first to make a spring-driven 
clock. We know, however, that he 
was one of the pioneers, and clocks 
of the same type came into wide 
use in Europe. 


Another step 
ahead 
was 
the 


striking clock. This would make 
a sound with the passing of each 
hour. At first a man was hired to 
strike a 
bell when each 
hour 


passed. Later, one or more figures 
in the shape of men were placed 
near a bell. With small hammers 
they struck the outside, one stroke 
for 
one 
o'clock, 
two for 
two 


o'clock, and so on. These figures 
were • called "clock-jacks." »

and firemen exempted from the draft, if successful, would weaken popu 
lar confidence in the fairness of the selective system. The underlying 
principle of the draft is that each man's case shall be considered on its own 
individual merits and under exactly the same rules governing the selec 


lion of all other men. If he has dependents, he is no 
exempted. He is merely deferred after establishing de- 
pendency in his particular case. Occupation defer 
ments are determined in the same way. A man can b 
deferred for his occupation only if it is shown in each 
individual case, that he is indispensible to some neces- 
sary industrial enterprise. 


Some particular fireman or some particular police- 


man might be shown to be indispensible to a city po- 
lice or fire department, and so deferred, though it is 
difficult to see how. That is exactly the rule in New j Jg^g J 
York City now, but it is not what New York's mayor j jg-- ~ 
wants. He wants to say to the national government: 
"You can't take any fireman or policeman." A man's
